However, there is no real understanding 
of the Uhristian roots and meaning of Christmas outside the 
Christian churches, AVsCC is seekinz through varicus prorrams 
to, get across to the vast listening audience in Japan (over 80%)

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Among the pregrams planned are the following: 


(1) A half-hour "pageant" presentation of the Christmas story on 
N-TV, a private station, directed by Mr. Ueda, a prominent 
Christian artist who has a regular children's story hour on TV. 


(2) A ten minute Christmas greeting by Dr. E.C,. Blake, the newly- 
elected president of the National Council of Churches of Christ . 
in America, to be broadcast over NHK, the government network which 
covers the entire country. 


(3) An hour long dramatic presentation on the meaning of Christmas 
for shortwave broadcast. \ 


(4) Two half hour programs of Christmas carols on shortwave by the 
YMCA chorus. 


(5) Three weeks of Christmas hymns and carols on the regular shorte 
wave broddcast, "Stories of Hymns". fhis is a fifteen minute 
prograu, broadcast Monday through Saturday, which introduces a new 
hymn each day with explanation about the author, composer, and 
meaning. 


(6) A "pageant" or nativity drama (30 min.) on shortwave. 


Use of the Bible Society's nativity film and a TV interview 
of Dr. Blake on NHK-TV, the government network, are still being 
negotiated, 


None of these are paid broadcasts. All of this time is given 
free and the only:expenses involved are production costs. These 
are held to a minimum by using choirs and performers willing to 
donate their time. Often these people are nationally known writers 
or performers, like Mr. Ueda, who give their talent as a Christian 
witness.
